A. Tba Objective* Current United States policy toward Albania contem- 
plates tba restoration of Al b a n i a n independence by overthrowing the 
present Moscow-controlled regime, and replacing it by an enlightened 
government acceptable to the people of Albania, and with alma and 
objective# harmonious with those of the United State# Is that area. 

8. The Problem: To mount a propaganda attack and to maintain It during 

tba appropriate phases of Projoct BGFIE8B in order to create condition# 
favorable to a coup d’etat. 

0. Pact# Bearing on the Problem* 

1. the following basic background data were considered in de- 
ciding on specific propaganda themes (see Attachment "A"),* 

a. 4535 of tba 1,000,000 pin# Albanians are reported 
illiterate. 

b. there are three major ethnic groups* The Gfaege in the 
mountainous center and north of the country) the plains- 
men of the coastal are#) sad the Tosks in the south, there 
are also three roligeus groups) Moslems - 70 % of the 
population, Greek-Orthodox - 20$) Catholic - 103. Most of 
the Catholics arc in the north) the Christians in the 
south are Orthodox. 


c. Albanian society 1# largely tribal. Any regia# can 
"govern" beyond the plaine and toms only to the extent 
that it avoida antagonising the tribesmen in the hille. 
Albania as an indepandsnt, national state la more an 
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artificial ereatioa of power polities than an expression 
of national will. 

d. 80$ of the population is agricultural or pastoral, jot 
Albania is only about 75$ self-sufficient in food. Ibis 
figure would be considerable ana Her but for the very 
lew standards of living. 

e. Aversion to the Hoxha robins pervades approximately 80$ 
of the population, because of the mountaineer’s tradi- 
tional resistance to coercion, the serious economic situation 
and the military and political leaders? lade of prestige. 

The population, instinctively opposed to pan-Slavism, dislikes 
the present regime as much because it la pan-Slav as because 
it Is oppressive. 

f. Communications are primitive, yet as effective grapeving 
facilitates the rapid spread of news, rumors and propaganda, 

11. The targets of the attack aret 

a. "The enemy" - i.e., the present regime, members of the 
Communist Party, and Soviet-appointed stooges in the 
Army and civilian administration. (A sense of insecurity 
already exists among a majority of the present regime; 
this action should try to stimulate it to the point of 
panic.) 

. b. The general population, including the rank ami file in the 
Army, whose hatred for the present regime should be 
channeled toward effective revolt. 

III. To be effective the propaganda attack must be carefully planned 

and fully coordinated with all other activities of BGFIEJ5D.

a. The Free Albania ' Committee ’ a activities should be guided 
and exploited by public relation experts. 

b, A series of VOA atd BBC broadcasts should be focused on 
the work of the Free Albanian Committee, and, should take 
appropriate note of the Greek Government's sympathetic 
attitude toward it. 

e. A craft should carry a radio transmitter beamed on Radio 
Tirana* 8 wave-length and strong enough to overpower it. 
Broadcasts should be daily, for approximately fifteen 
minutes each evening. (The announcer’s voice should to 
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Ill* Preparation of Pi Material i 

a* Material pertaining to the activities of the Free Albania 
Committee should be prepared by the public relation* ex- 
pert assigned to or working for the Coonlttee* 

b. Broadcast material should be prepared abroad the radio 
ship in accordance with Part 3 (Operational Control) 

below. 

e* Pending the establishment of a base of operations, 
leaflets should be prepared (in cooperation with the 
British) and printsd here* 

d* After the establishment of a base, but before a PS ex- 
pert is stationed there, leaflets should be prepared 
here (in cooperation with the Britieh) but should be 
printed at the base. 

e» After a Pw expert has been attached to the base, leaf- 
lets will be prepared and printed there in accordance 
with Fort 3 (Operational Control) below. (Note: Avail- 

able material should be furnished to the British for 
information.) 

IV. Timing of the PW Operation! 

The PW attack must be closely synchronised with the regaining 

principle phases of Project B0PIU5D: 

a. Tberoggh exploitation of the Free Albania Committee 1 s 
activities should begin at once. 

b. The VOA and BBC broadcast series should be maintained 
during all phases of BGFIMD. The theses and degree 
of emphasis of these overt broadcasts will depend on 
the existing situation at any given time and should 
be constantly coordinated between Will and the De- 
partment of State. 

e. Daring the Initial period of Phase II of BGFIESD 

(Reconnaissance) leaflets should be dropped (not later 
than 1 November) announcing the Free Albania Committee 
stating ite purposes, and reporting action completed to 
date. During the same period, broadcasts from the radio 
ship should begin. 
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The following propaganda theses (detailed Attachment "A") 
should be employed daring the initial and Biddle stages 
of Phase II ! ANTIMQVIEY, AMTX^COLUBORATCR, CONFIDENCE 
IS FREE ALBANIA COMMITTEE, The degree of eaphasis should 
be determined by the expert on the spot, in cloee coordi- 
nation with and guidance by PB II* During the late stage 
of Phase II, the AWARENESS OP PROBLEM these should be \iaed. 

d. After Phase III (Infiltration) of BOFIEND becomes opera- 
tive, leaflet drops to agents and co-workers should begin. 
During the initial and middle period of this phase, the 
following theme (described in Attachment “A") should be 
emphasised; FREEDOM IS ATTAINABLE, DETERMINATION, PEELING 
OF PARTICIPATION. During the last period, the SENSE OP 
UNITY theme should be played upon and should find its 
culmination in HATRED OF THE ENEMY. 

& Estimate of results of Pft operation; 

A carefully planned /and executed propaganda campaign will 
contribute vitally to the successful preparation necessary 
for the Albanian people to resist and to contemplate the 
overthrow of the present Communist regime.
